One of the sources from which Dr. 
Horace Augustus Redding 
geyville physician charged with the 
murder of his wealthy father, got 
the morphine to which he is addicted 
was Henry Wifsman of 2835 Lemp 
‘avenue, St. Louis, known to the po- 
lice as ‘Big Henry,” who was fined 
$3000 in the Federal Court here last 
Tuesday afternoon, 
guilty to selling cocaine. 

This was’ established 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
the knowledge of Federal authorities, 
obtained 30 grains of morphine, 
1325, by means of a note sent by Dr. 
Reddish to Wilsman. Following the 
purchase, Wilsman and Rurt Grant, 
known also as “Yellow’’ Grant, were 
arrested on a charge of violating the 
Harrison-anti-narcotic act. 

The reporter. was permitted by 
State's Attorney Hamilton to-inter- 
view Dr. Reddish in his cell at Jer- 
seyville Wednesday afternoon, one 
oi the conditions being that a report 
be made afterward to the State’s At- 
torney of what’ was said. 

Offered to Pay Handsomely. 
During the interview, Dr. Reddish 
asked if the reporter could*get some 
mbrphine for him. “T'll give vou 

thing vou want if you will get it 
into me; I'll give you all the money 
you need,” Dr. Reddish said. 

The reporter said that he knew of 
nd place where -he could get the 
drug, and asked Dr.

Upon leaving the jail, the reporter 
thowed the note to State’s Attorney 
Hamilton, who suggested that value- 
able information might obtained 
as to Dr. Reddish’s connection wit! 
Wiisman, by carrying out the provi- 
sions of the note. 

Accordingly, the reporter returned 
to St. Louis, and vesterday laid the 
Matter before the Internal Revenue 
Agent here. He was given $25 in 
Marked bills. and three revenue 
"gents were detailed to follow him 
fo Wilsman’s house. It was arranged 
that, if he was successful in purchas- 
Ing the drug. he should signal the 
“ents, who would then raid the 
house. 

Wilsman, a bulky man, more

~ |GASE OF MAN CONVICTED UNDER 
ESPIONAGE ACT IS REVERSED 


Court Says There Was No Evidcnee 
That He Tried to Block 
the Draft. 

In an opinion handed down today 
by the United States Court of Ap- 
peals the verdict of a jury in South 
Dakota, which sentenced John H. 
Wolf, a merchant, to five years for 
violation of the espionage act, was 
reversed. 

Wolf had indicted @n “’ six 
counts. In reversing the verdict of 
the lower court the decision held 
that allegations in two of the counts 
were sufficient basis for trying Wolf. 
but that conditions at the time of 
his trial were such that he could 
not get a fair hearing. 

Wolf was alleged to have said 
that “the Government was crazy to 
think that he (Wolf) would fight 
against his own blood.’

salt and one dram black pepper. 

A special ration was designed for 
the use of invalid soldiers, including 
potted chicken, dried eggs, puddings,

Coffee was shipped green and 
roasted near the front in portable 
roasters, capable of handling several 
tons a day.

Then 
a chance cross-reference in her read- 
ing guided her to John Ruskin’s 
Deucalion.’ There she found the 
story of the libel and its refutation. 

Sir Walter Scott was the creator 
of the opal myth. In “Anne. of 
Giernstein,’’ one of his later novels, 
written in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century, he introduced an 
opal which was supposed to be en- 
dowed with magic powers and which 
brought disaster and tragedy to all 
who came within its influence. The 
story of the master romancer of his 
time as widely read and the super- 
stition that all opals are unlucky 
was born. It traveled around the 
world and became firmly fixed in 
the popular imagination, 

The Lightning Ridge opal fields in 
Australia were discovered a. little 
after Sir Walter set the myth going. 
When Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne in 1837 her coronation gifts 
included some magnificent opals sent 
by her loyal subjects in the island 
continent. The young Queen was de 
lighted with the gorgeous gems. She 
declared nothing so beautiful could 
be unlucky. 

She began then a crusade to break 
down what she regarded as an ab- 
surd superstition and her personal 
efforts in. behalf of the opal con- 
tinued throughout her life. She wore 
opals in profusion on every state 
occasion. She gave them as wedding 
gifts to her daughters She sent 
them as bridal presents to foreign 
princesses. She never neglected an 
opportunity to show her contegmpt @r 
the myth and to praise the desira- 
bility of opals and their iridescent 
loveliness.
